NOTES IN SEASON. 

Lee & Shepard publish this week “Ruth 
Eliot’s Dream,” a book for girls, by Mary Lake- 
man ; they have also issued a new edition of 
"“The Pioneer of the Western Reserve,” by Hon. 
Harvey Rice, of Cleveland, O. 

D. Appleton & Co. have now ready Ignatius 
Donnelly’s new work entitled “ Ragnarok : the 
Age of Fire and Gravel,” which we have already 
described in these columns, and a new novel by 
Christian Reid, entitled “ Hearts of Steel.” 

R. Worthington has imported a small edition 
of a timely volume on the “ Transits of Venus,” 
comprising a popular account of past and com¬ 
ing transits, from the first observed by Horrocks, 
A.D. 1639, to the transit of a.d. 2012, by Richard 
A. Proctor. The volume is illustrated with 20 
plates, of which 12 are colored, and 37 wood- 
cuts in the text. 

J. B. Lippincott & Co. have just published 
“ Epics and Romance,” a timely volume, upon 
the ever-popular subject of the great Mediaeval 
Epics. To the general reader this will be of 
special interest, as the subject has been care¬ 
fully handled and the plot condensed in a pleas¬ 
ant narrative style. It is a companion volume 
to “ Asgard and the Gods,” and contains nu¬ 
merous illustrations. 

P. Blakiston, Son & Co. have now ready 
the new edition of Stocken’s “ Dental Materia 
Medica and Therapeutics, with Pharmacopoeia,” 
very much enlarged and improved. In the same 
line they have also just issued a new revised 
and enlarged edition of Taft’s “ Operative Den¬ 
tistry,” which contains 136 illustrations. They 
have in preparation a work on “ Medical Diag¬ 
nosis,” by Dr. J. Graham Brown, which forms 
a manual of clinical methods. 

Roberts Brothers publish this week T. Hall 
Caine’s “Recollections of Dante Gabriel Ros¬ 
setti,” which, says the London Athenceum , is a 
book “ likely to stimulate rather than satisfy 
public curiosity concerning one of the most in¬ 
teresting figures belonging to the present gener¬ 
ation.” The volume contains a fine portrait of 
the subject. They have also just ready “ Stories 
of Discovery,” written for the young in E. E. 
Hale’s most engaging style. Next week they 
will issue simultaneously with its appearance in 
England, Edwin Arnold’s new volume, “ Pearls 


of the Faith ; or, Islam’s Rosary,” a companion 
to “The Light of Asia,” and which, as the au¬ 
thor states in the preface, finishes the Oriental 
trilogy which he designed. They have in press a 
volume entitled “Figures of the Past,’’comprising 
leaves from the journals of the late Josiah Quincy, 
of Boston. Many charming reminiscences of 
the noted men and cultivated society of Bostcn 
in the early years of this century are looked for¬ 
ward to in the publication of this volume. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. will publish next 
week the “ Life of Ole Bull,” by Mrs. Bull, in a 
volume a little larger than the Life of Mr. Fields, 
with a fine steel portrait, a fac-simile of the 
sketch Darley made of Mr. Bull when he first 
visited this country, and several woodcuts illus¬ 
trating Mr. Bull’s method of playing the violin. 
At the sapie time will appear Prof. Lounsbury’s 
“ Life of Cooper,” making the fifth volume of 
the Atnerican Men of Letters; Mr. Bishop’s 
New York story, “The House of a Merchant 
Prince,” which has attracted no little attention 
during its course in the Atlantic Monthly; 
“ Magnhild,” the seventh and last volume of 
Bjornson’s novels, translated by Prof. R. B. 
Anderson—the seven together forming a re¬ 
markable series of pictures of Norwegian life, 
customs, and institutions ; “ Monte Rosa : The 
Epic of an Alp,” by Starr H. Nichols, a thought¬ 
ful and descriptive poem, said by competent 
critics to be of unusual power and originality ; 
The Hill of Stones, and other Poems,” by Dr 
S. Weir Mitchell, who has gained high distinc¬ 
tion in certain lines of medical investigation, 
and now seeks to be ranked among poets also ; 
and lastly, an illustrated “ Dictionary of Words 
used in Art and Archeology,” by J. W. Mollett 
—a large octave describing, and with between 
seven and eight hundred pictures illustrating, 
words used in the various architectural, pictorial, 
and plastic arts, and forming a work of peculiar 
interest and value. 

The Century Co. will issue on the 15th inst., 
from advance sheets, the new edition of the Im¬ 
perial Dictionary, a work which has been ac¬ 
cepted in Great Britain for more than a quarter 
of a century as a standard lexicon of the English 
language. The new edition has been in prep¬ 
aration for more than ten years, and so greatly 
has the vocabulary been augmented and so ex¬ 
tensive and important are the changes resulting 
from the revision, that the Imperial Dictionary, 
as now issued, may almost claim to be a new 
work. It contains about 130,000 words, with 
3000 illustrations. As the real meanings of words 
and the grammatical constructions into which 
they enter are generally most clearly shown by 
means of illustrative quotations, vast numbers 
‘ of these are given, many thousands of them being 
inserted in the present edition for the first time. 
The encyclopaedic character of this dictionary is 
said to add greatly to its usefulness as a book of 
reference, and to relieve it of the imputation 
common to dictionaries of being unattractive 
reading. It does not confine itself merely to 
giving the meanings of words ; it gives also, as a 
rule, some account of the things to which words 
are applied, going more fully into general and 
scientific particulars than has been hitherto the 
practice in dictionaries. The work is complete 
in England, and will be issued here, as it is there, 
in four volumes of convenient size, each contain¬ 
ing 700 to 800 pages. The price in this country 
will be $5 per volume, or $20 for the set in cloth.

In the modern period the influence of Christianity 
on international law, arbitration, the limitation of war and 
modern reforms are examined, as well as on education and 
liberal government, the distribution of property, temperance 
and chastity. A brief comparison is made with the influ¬ 
ence of the Hindoo, Buddhist, Chinese, Mohammedan re¬ 
ligions on the position of women and humane progress. 
The closing chapter considers objections and examines the 
relation of Christianity to evolution and future humane 
progress of mankind. The book is an effort to make plain 
the great Christian ideas of the age, and to show both what 
the Christian religion has none for progress in humane prac¬ 
tices, and what it is adapted to do.

THE CHRISTMAS “BOOKSELLER.” 

It must be said, with unstinted praise, that 
the Christmas number of the American Bookseller 
is the handsomest publication that thus far has 
been issued by any trade journal at home or 
abroad. Such wealth of illustration has never 
before been offered to the trade, and the taste and 
workmanship of the whole (with the exception, 
perhaps, of the cover, which is artificial rather 
than artistic) are worthy of the famous printers 
of the Century and the St. Nicholas. The large 
quarto has, at least in this instance, proved its 
advantage for rich display, and the Christmas 
Weekly assumes quite modest proportions 
when placed beside its gorgeous rival. But 
there we draw the line, and too much modesty 
is out of place in matters of business. We are 
willing to admit that even if the Weekly had 
abandoned its humble octavo (which it never 
will, for practical reasons explained in the Fall 
Announcement number) it would not attempt to 
run a race with the American News Co. in what 
is simply a matter of cost—unlimited display. 
It would not, if it could afford it. But it can¬ 
not, and no trade journal can, unless it serves 
ends foreign to independent journalism. We 
have, on a former occasion, shown that it would 
pay the American News Co., as a distributing 
(Concern, to get up regularly—not as it is wont 
:to, by fits and starts—an educational catalogue. 
The same reasons far more forcibly apply to a 
Christmas issue. As one of the largest distrib¬ 
uters of holiday goods ; moreover, as a grow¬ 
ing manufacturer of cheap juveniles and cheap 
standards, it would find it good investment to 
get up a gorgeous Christmas issue every year, 
even should the printing expenses not be cov¬ 
ered by the advertising patronage, which to so 
large an extent will always respond to its purchas¬ 
ing power. For every copy of the Bookseller that 
goes among the trade or the public is, in the first 
instance, an advertisement for the publisher of 
the journal—that is, a grand total bid for busi¬ 
ness by the American News Co. This fact by 
no means clashes with the interests of its ad¬ 
vertisers so long as the latter do no jobbing or 


retail business. On the contrary, this journal has 
precisely that sort of advertising value as have 
the imprint editions of the Publishers’Weekly 
and the Literary News , which are nothing but 
individual bids for business on behalf of those 
who circulate the editions. The publishers are 
served by all these issues, and the difference is 
only one of degree, determined by the quantity 
and quality of circulation. And by this stand¬ 
ard we claim the superior degree. But this in¬ 
dividual character of purpose brings us to the 
proper standpoint from which comparisons 
should be made between the Christmas or. any 
other issues of the Bookseller and those of the 
Weekly, or of any trade journal proper. And 
it is as well for the assurance of those pub¬ 
lishers who have so faithfully stood by the 
Weekly and made it what it is, as in jus¬ 
tice to our own interests, that we choose just 
that moment for a challenge of comparison 
when appearances are most deceptive. It shall 
not be said that we do this when our com¬ 
petitor is at his weakest. Never has the Book¬ 
seller turned out in more brilliant array, and. 
never more fair in competition. But having 
given it its due share of praise, we are now en¬ 
titled to the right of criticism. When we have 
conceded that as a gorgeous production its 
Christmas number is unsurpassed,*we have said 
all that can be said in its favor. As to particu¬ 
lar merit, the publishers are entitled to all the 
credit for liberality—the printers for the rest. 
For the practical purposes of a trade journal 
this very issue is not a success. 


The Weekly, in its capacity of an indepen¬ 
dent trade journal, serving no individual ends, 
but only the general ends of its trade, makes the 
following specific claims on behalf of its Christ¬ 
mas number : 1. Its trade edition was in the 

hands of the trade more than a week before the 
appearance of the Bookseller. The prime im¬ 
portance of prompt appearance was amply 
dwelt upon in our last issue. 2. It presents a 
total account of the holiday books. 3. It pre¬ 
sents this account systematically in sections, each 
arranged alphabetically by the publishers. 4. It 
further facilitates reference by supplementary 
alphabetical price-lists. In other words, it com¬ 
bines the first requirements of a trade journal, viz., 
promptness, completeness, and handy reference. 
In all these requisites of “ usefulness” the Book¬ 
seller has fallen below the Weekly in a far greater 
degree than it has risen above it in “ show.” 
While the Weekly by no means need be afraid 
of comparison as to the quality of its exterior, 
and only yields the palm for gorgeous multi¬ 
tude, the Bookseller is indeed a grand but chaotic 
picture-book—beautiful to behold, but almost 
useless for work. Booksellers may turn over 
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its leaves with pleasure, but without the bene¬ 
fit of a definite idea of what all or each of 
the publishers have done. For the gauging of 
the market or stock, for the giving of prompt 
information to the customer, for the making up 
of orders, in brief, for daily use during the season, 
the Bookseller must yield to the Weekly. 

Another shortcoming of the Christmas 
Bookseller which is of so serious a nature that 
it deserves special mention, is its inability, partly 
on ground of its expensiveness and unwieldi¬ 
ness, partly on ground of its lateness, to ac¬ 
commodate to any extent, or at all, other 
houses with imprint editions. The Christmas 
Bookseller goes out only as the organ of the 
American News Co. Nobody can find fault 
with that, for everybody knows it ; but 
in the meanwhile, before the Bookseller has 
reached its actual subscribers this office has sent 
out, in addition to its trade edition, some fif¬ 
teen thousand copies of the handsome Christ¬ 
mas Weekly, with the imprints of leading 
booksellers. Besides these there is the Literary 
News , the natural ally of the Weekly, published 
chiefly for the use of those who either cannot 
afford to give away the Christmas Weekly, or 
who prefer a more compact advertising method. 
The Literary News has, beyond its regular sub¬ 
scription edition, already supplied 106 booksell¬ 
ers with an aggregate of nearly 30,000 copies 
of its Christmas issue. 


INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

THE COPYRIGHT CONTROVERSY. 

From the Atheneeum, Oct. 28. 

Much surprise has been expressed that the 
negotiations for a copyright convention between 
the United States and this country have broken 
down, notwithstanding the desire of American 
publishers that the convention should be con¬ 
cluded. The truth we understand to be that the 
Typographical Union has brought so much press¬ 
ure to bear upon the State Department as to 
hinder the convention from being transmitted to 
the Senate for consideration and ratification. 
The Typographical Union has the active support 
of all the protected interests throughout the 
country, the concession of international copy¬ 
right being regarded as a breach in the protec¬ 
tive system. So long as uncompromising pro¬ 
tectionists rule in the councils of the Union there 
is but little hope that the just claims of alien 
authors will receive any consideration in the 
United States. However, as American pub¬ 
lishers are now most anxious for international 
copyright, they are not likely to remain passive 
under the rebuff which they have sustained. 

From the N. Y. Tribune , Nov. 11. 

“It was Charles Mackay who wrote of 
America as the land of the free,” says Mr. Clark 
Russell in his rather spiteful letter on copyright 
in The Atheneeum. “He mistook. It is the 
land of those who make free-the land of 
the free and easy.” Mr. Russell has already 
discovered that he has only his English pub¬ 
lishers to blame for his failure to receive his 


share of the money paid for his works by the 
Harpers ; it is a pity that he did not make that 
discovery before rushing into intemperate print. 
Mr. Russell’s experience may serve as a salutary 
hint to the English author not to hasten too 
desperately to the conclusion that the American 
publisher is necessarily a fiend and the British 
one an angel of light. The Atheneeum is mis¬ 
taken in saying that “ so long as uncompromis¬ 
ing pfbtectionists rule in the councils of the 
Union there is but little hope that the just claims 
of alien authors will receive any consideration 
in the United States.” No honest American 
questions the duty of paying to the English 
author his rightful wage ; but there are many 
who want to be sure that they are not giving a 
needless monopoly to the British publisher—a 
worthy gentleman to whom they are persuaded 
that they owe as little consideration- as Mr. 
Clark Russell now knows that he does. This 
is a narrow view, no doubt, but it is a part of 
the question which the advocates of international 
copyright are forced to take into account. 

From The Critic, Dec. 2. 

For the edification of those who are in the 
habit of denouncing the American publisher as 
a pirate, we have been at pains to gather some 
facts tending to show that if he is a pirate, 
piratical methods have been somewhat modified 
since the days of Captain Kidd. The popular 
conception of the American publisher—the pop¬ 
ular British ^conception, we should say—is that 
of a secret, dark and midnight, individual, who 
waylays British merchantmen, rifles their holds 
of any new book that happens to form a part of 
the cargo, smuggles his treasure into a subter¬ 
ranean New York printing-office, and turns out 
an American edition of it in half an hour. Now, 
there are some publishers in this country whose 
methods are fairly illustrated in this sketch ; but 
are there norle of the same character on the op¬ 
posite side of the ocean ? No doubt of it ; and 
certain American authors might be named who 
have suffered as much from the practices of 
the British pirate as any Englishman has suf¬ 
fered from those of the American buccaneer. 
The Atheneeum, as noted a fortnight since, ex¬ 
onerates the American publisher from the charge 
of defeating his own efforts in favor of an inter¬ 
national copyright, and attributes the failure of 
the movement to the machinations of the Typo¬ 
graphical Union ! But, as we have said, the 
popular belief is much less favorable to the 
American publishers as a class. Let us see how 
the matter really stands. 

“Yours of yesterday is at hand. We are not 
prepared to furnish you the desired statistics 
for publication this week, as we have made no 
estimate of the amounts paid by us to English 
authors. Probably, however, the enclosed let¬ 
ter from Messrs. J. B. Lippincott & Co. may 
fitly have a place in your ‘refutation,’ as it 
exposes the gratuitous character of the charge 
recently made against us in the Atheneeum by 
Mr. H. N. Pym in relation to the edition of 
‘The Journals of Caroline Fox’ published in 
Harper’s Franklin Square Library.* And the 
enclosed note from Mr. Sampson Low to The 
Atheneeum answers fully Mr. W. Clark Russell’s 
imputation that we have published his books 
without payment. Ex uno ( duobus ) disce omnes.

* The facts referred to in these letters will be found in 
our last issue. 
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“ Our reprints of English books in recent \ 
years have been almost wholly of scientific and ' 
historic works, and for these we in almost all 
instances pay the authors a royalty of ten per 
cent, on the retail price—the same that is usually 
paid to native authors. Herbert Spencer, Dar¬ 
win, Huxley, Tyndall, Lubbock, Bastian, Car¬ 
penter, Bagehot, Bain, Tylor, Lyell, Maudsley, 
Jevons, Roscoe, and Miss Buckley are among 
those regularly paid in this way. We pay the 
same royalty to all the authors of the volumes 
in the International Scientific Series, with the 
exception of those works by Continental writers 
which have to be translated. In these cases the 
copyright is a little less. We also pay a royalty 
on all the volumes of the Science, Literary, and 
Historic Primers. We pay Lecky and Robertson 
Smith the same royalty that we pay to American 
authors. We paid on Beaconsfield’s ‘ Endy- 
mion ’ the customary ten per cent., but this went 
to the English publishers, who had purchased 
the work in full. We paid Rhoda Broughton, 
until her last novel, $1000 for each book, but the 
opposition editions now make it impossible to 
pay so much. ‘Vice-Versa’ was not printed 
from advance sheets, and there are three oppo¬ 
sition editions ; but we sent the author, not 
withstanding, an honorarium.

“We publish no English material for which 
we have not made payment, and the amounts 
so paid are nor. dictated by ourselves, but are 
those proposed by the English authors, or by 
the English publishers who, by arrangement 
with such authors, have the right to speak for 
them. It is our belief, from our knowledge of 
the methods of our fellow-publishers, that all 
the houses in good standing in the American 
publishing fraternity are now following the same 
practice as ourselves, and that each house makes 
a point of respecting the foreign purchases and 
arrangements of the others. We also know from 
personal knowledge that among houses of simi¬ 
lar standing in Great Britain, such practice is 
by no means so uniform—that American ma¬ 
terial is much more frequently ‘ appropriated ’ 
without any recognition whatever, and that there 
is much less readiness on the part of one house 
to respect the American arrangements and pur¬ 
chases by another. 

“We find that we have now upon our list 
nearly 200 works which we issue in this country 
by arrangement with, or purchase from, Brit¬ 
ish houses. O’Donovan’s ‘.Merv Oasis,’ which 
we have just published, was offered simultane¬ 
ously to several American houses, and was 
finally placed in our hands because our offer was 
the most favorable. G. P. Putnam’s Sons.” 

“ We have your favor of the 27th, in answer 
to which we have to say that it is, and has been, 
our uniform custom to pay to foreign authors 
an equitable share in the profits realized from 
the sales of our editions of their books. You 
are, of course, aware that the cheap reprints of 
such books now flooding the market so cut into 
the sales of the authorized editions that the 
profits are often, indeed usually, very small. Nev¬ 
ertheless, we always pay the author something. 
Not infrequently we have paid for the advance 
sheets of books that have proved a loss to our¬ 
selves. 

“ Before the advent of the Seaside, and kin¬ 
dred ‘ Libraries,’ when what are known as the 
' trade courtesy rules ’ (still in force with all 
reputable publishers, but ignored by the ‘ pi¬ 


rates ’) gave the authorized American publisher 
some protection in his ventures, we were en¬ 
abled to pay large sums for the advance sheets 
of foreign books. For instance, we paid Ouida 
^300 for each of her novels, and we' have paid 
as much lor some of Geo. MacDonald’s books, 
and of Bulwer’s. J. B. Lippincott & Co.” 

“ Your favor of Nov. 27th has only just reached 
us this afternoon, so that we have not sufficient 
time to make such a statement as you desire, 
concerning sums paid to foreign authors. 

“The firms of which we are the successors 
paid very considerable amounts to English au¬ 
thors ; but since the present firm was organized, 
the inducement to buy foreign productions has 
been reduced to a minimum by the Seaside and 
other Libraries, which reprint immediately any 
book worth paying for. 

“ Houghton, Mifflin & Co.” 

Charles Scribner’s Sons—whose list is made 
up largely of important English works—assure 
us that it has always been their custom to pay 
transatlantic authors—or publishers, as the case 
may be—for books which they republish here. 
In some instances, a percentage has been paid ; 
in others, payment has been made in the form 
of “ cash down.” They have put thousands of 
dollars in English pockets. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. declare that they have al¬ 
ways paid English authors whose works have 
reached a profitable sale in their hands. They 
paid Mrs. Charles, the author of “The Schon- 
berg-Cotta Family,” large sums—thousands of 
dollars—for her earlier works, and have con¬ 
tinued to pay her for her later and less popular 
writings. They have also paid Hesba Stretton 
and Edward Garrett, regularly through a period 
of years, and in several cases where their own 
profit was seriously curtailed by opposition re¬ 
reprints. 

John Wiley’s Sons say that they offered Mr. 
Ruskin $5000 for the privilege of publishing an 
authorized American edition of his works, but 
that their offer was declined on the ground that 
he did not wish any but his own editions to be 
in circulation. The latest addition to their se¬ 
ries of Ruskin’s writings is the volume of early 
poems noticed in the last number of The Critic. 
This, by the way, lacks 22 of the 51 poems in 
the original, but the difference in price is about 
$198 ! 

The letters referred to in Mr. Smalley’s dis¬ 
patches, quoted in our last issue, are given here¬ 
with : 

From the Athenceuin , Nov. 18. 

“ I have been away from London ever since 
Mr. Sampson Low’s letter appeared in the Athe - 
nceum, or I should have replied to it last week. 
My answer to Mr. Low need consist of no more 
than a reiteration of the statement I made in the 
other letter, i.e ., that I have never received a 
penny from America on account of my books 
there. I was speaking about this to an American 
judge a few nights ago, and he advised me to 
abandon Great Britain as my native land and 
become an American citizen. ‘ There’s no 
other chance,’ said he, whittling a lucifer match 
and then picking his teeth with it. I suppose 
there is no other chance. Meanwhile some good 
ought to be done by the publication of such 
letters as that printed in your columns last week 
signed by Mr. Pym. I wish Mr. F. W. Robin¬ 
son’s letter had been to the same purpose, for I 
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respect him too heartily as a writer not to grieve 
to find him among the opponents of the British 
authors’ grievance—the grievance of men whose 
estate is in their ink-bottles, and whose toil is 
pretty nearly that of the galley slave. 

“ W. Clark Russell.” 

“ Mr. Horace N. Pym’s letter in the last num¬ 
ber of the Atfienceum is misleading. Permit me 
to state that Messrs. Harper & Brothers issued 
the reprint in question by arrangement with Mr. 
Pym’s American publishers, the Messrs. Lippin- 
cott, of Philadelphia ; that Messrs. Harper & 
Brothers paid the Messrs. Lippincott therefor ; 
that the woodcut which Mr. Pyrn is pleased to 
asperse was the same as that used in the ‘ attrac¬ 
tive little volume’ issued by Messrs. Lippin¬ 
cott ; and that Messrs. Harper & Brothers in the 
case of Mr. Pym, as in all other cases, followed 
their invariable rule of paying for early sheets— 
a fact to which the ‘ bulk of English literary 
people ’ cheerfully and kindly testify.

From the Aihenceum , Nov. 25. 

“ In reply to Mr. Sampson Low’s letter in your 
last impression, I beg to say that Messrs. Lip- 
pincott’s * attractive little volume ’ containing 
Caroline Fox’s journals has no portrait, none 
having been supplied them ; the vile woodcut in 
Messrs. Harper’s reprint being merely a tracing 
or copy of the etching by Mr. Herkomer in the 
first English edition of the book, over which 
Messrs. Lippincott had no power whatever. 
Whether Mr. Low’s letter or mine is the more 
‘ misleading ’ your readers can judge from this. 

“ In regard to his other remarks, as they in no 
way lead me to modify my previous statements, 

I shall not further encumber your columns with 
a useless discussion on a matter of fact.

“ There is a substratum of truth in what Mr. 
Clark Russell has said in your columns about 
his books in the United States ; but really I 
think his wrath has been somewhat misdirected. 
If he had applied his vigorous pen in attacking 
those who have injured him most in America 
—I mean those American freebooters who are 
using, and whose interest it is to use, the most 
determined efforts to prevent an international 
copyright treaty with this country—he would 
have done good service ; but instead of doing 
so, he has chosen by implication, if not in fact, 
to attack the very publishers who are doing more 
even than they could reasonably be expected to 
do to checkmate these depredators by issuing 
English books as cheaply as their unauthorized 
opponents, and yet (frequently to their own 
loss) securing at least some payment to English 
authors. 

“Mr. Russell must pardon me for saying that 
I think he is not quite ingenuous when he avers 
that he has never received a farthing from 
America. Messrs. Harper’s agent, Mr. Samp¬ 
son Low, has already stated in your columns 
that Messrs. Harper have paid for what they 
have used of his books, therefore they are blame¬ 
less. I may venture to say, further, that when 
Mr. Russell sold his copyright to his English 
publishers, he had no longer any right to expect 
even ‘ a farthing * from America. Whatever 
sum came from America surely belonged to 
those who had already paid him for all his rights 
—including America. I may also be permitted 
to say that the sum mentioned in Mr. Low’s 
letter is not quite correctly stated. Only a small 
portion of that sum is referable to the books 


specified by Mr. Russell —viz., ‘A Sailor’s 
Sweetheart’ and ‘The Wreck of the Gros- 
venor ’—out of which small portion an honora¬ 
rium was handed to Mr. Russell, not, it is true, 
by Messrs. Harper, but by his English publish¬ 
ers. Another portion was for a work since pub¬ 
lished under the conditions already mentioned, 
which gave Mr. Russell no claim to any of it. 
A third portion pertains to a work not yet pub¬ 
lished, and, owing to subsequent arrangements, 
has not been, and probably will not be, paid ex¬ 
cept through some other channel. 

“ I freely admit, therefore, that Mr. Russell has 
ground for complaint that he has not been ade¬ 
quately remunerated for the great popularity of 
his books in America, and I heartily sympathize 
with him ; but my argument is that he does not 
attribute the blame to the proper quarter. 

“ It should be borne in mind that Messrs. Har¬ 
per are the only publishers through whom Mr. 
Clark Russell has received any payment, al¬ 
though they are by no means the only pub¬ 
lishers who have published his books. 

“ Perhaps G.W.S., who telegraphed to the New 
York Tribune the substance of Mr. Low’s letter 
(with an incorrect comment), will correct his 
statement and remove the reflection therein cast 
upon the English publishers.

“ The letters you have published bearing wit¬ 
ness to the liberality shown by Messrs. Harper & 
Brothers in their dealings with English authors 
must be highly gratifying to that eminent firm, 
which has always been proud of its * liberality,’ 
and which, if I am not mistaken, actually print¬ 
ed a catalogue of its publications for distribution 
at the Paris Exposition of 1878, containing a 
statement of the exact number of dollars it had 
expended in presents to foreign writers. 

“At the same time it is only fair to warn in¬ 
experienced authors that Mr. Sampson Low’s 
repeated statement about Harper & Brothers’ 

‘ invariable rule of paying for early sheets ’ 
must not be taken to mean that they have adopt¬ 
ed any rule which precludes them from follow¬ 
ing the time-honored practice of publishing un¬ 
authorized editions of English books without 
payment. Messrs. Harper no doubt pay for 
early sheets ; it is improbable that they could 
obtain them on any other terms ; but should an 
author omit to send them ‘early sheets,’ or 
should he send his ‘ early sheets ’ to some other 
publisher with whom Messrs. Harper have a 
feud (Mr. Froude could give some interesting 
experiences on this point), or, worst of all, 
should he commit the unpardonable sin of at¬ 
tempting to supply his Transatlantic readers 
with an English-printed edition, he would, if his 
book was worth anything, run an excellent 
chance of having it included in the valuable 
‘ Franklin Square ? collection, an honor unsul¬ 
lied by any mere pecuniary reward. 

“ It is one of the fundamental articles of the 
American publishers’ creed that no book is 
worthy of consideration which has not an Amer¬ 
ican imprint. It was their insistence on this 
point, and the care with which they made it ob¬ 
vious that it was for themselves and not for the 
English authors that they sought protection from 
the so-called ‘pirates’ of the West, that prob¬ 
ably rendered abortive Messrs. Harper’s schemes 
for an international copyright treaty. When it 
became clear to authors that their interests were 
to be made subsidiary to those of American 
printers and paper-makers, their zeal, not un¬ 
naturally, abated. In spite of this I read in 
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Harper s Weekly for September 16th that the fail¬ 
ure of the negotiations ‘ is undoubtedly due to 
the hostility of the British publishers.’ These 
selfish and unscrupulous persons insist, accord¬ 
ing to the writer in Harper , ‘ that the British 
author shall not be paid a copyright in the United 
States unless the British publisher manufactures 
the book. ’ Now, as the writer in Harper s Weekly 
must certainly have been in a position to know 
the facts of the case, I have no hesitation in 
denouncing the above statement as a deliberate 
and disgraceful attempt to mislead the public. 
The 4 British publisher ’ had little to say about 
the matter, for he felt that it was one that did 
not greatly affect himself; but when asked his 
opinion as to the advisability of embodying 
Messrs. Harper’s proposals in a treaty, prob¬ 
ably did say that he thought it would be better 
for the United States to grant copyright to for¬ 
eigners on the terms on which it is at present 
granted to American citizens—that is to say, to 
allow them to get their books printed at home or 
abroad as may seem most desirable to them¬ 
selves in each individual case. This view, 
though not in itself unreasonable, was not favor¬ 
ably received by those who were agitating for a 
treaty, ostensibly in the interest of foreign au¬ 
thors, but really for the sake of protecting their 
own printing-presses; and accordingly, when 
the negotiations fell through, the English pub¬ 
lisher, who in reality had little or nothing to say 
in the matter, was singled out as a convenient 
scapegoat. A.” 

“ Let me assure Mr. Clark Russell that I am 
not ‘ an opponent of the British authors' griev¬ 
ance, ’ and that my sympathy will be alyvays 
with my brother novelists. I only wrote to bear 
witness in my own case to Messrs. Harper’s fair 
dealing in the matter of advance sheets, and this 
as an act of simple duty to those with whom I 
have worked very amicably, and to whom I am 
considerably indebted. I am certain Mr. Russell 
in my place would have done the same ; and if 
in future agreements with English publishers 
for his stirring stories he will merely add the 
clause, ‘ The Author reserves to himself all foreigfi 
rights,' I feel confident he will be enabled to 
treat direct for advance sheets with almost any 
American publisher whom he may select to 
represent him. F. W. Robinson.” 

“ I have read with a good deal of pain the 
attacks on Messrs. Harper which have lately 
appeared in the Athenaeum. Will you allow me 
to say, on the other side, that for some years 
past, ever since the publication of ‘ Patty,' 
Messrs. Harper have always paid me for any of 
my works that they have printed ? Moreover, 
they have sent me a cheque as soon as they have 
received the copy or sheets, even when they 
have not been able to use the work for a space 
of time. In the case of ‘Patty’ I received 
Messrs. Harper’s cheque through Messrs. Mac¬ 
millan, although I had not made any stipulation 
about American rights. 

“ It seems to me that the simple way is, either 
to reserve the American right of publication in 
making an arrangement with one’s English pub¬ 
lisher, or else to ask a larger price for one’s book 
or article than one would expect to receive for 
merely the right to publish in England. 

“ I am sure that many other English authors 
will be ready to testify to the fair dealing and 
prompt payment of Messrs. Harper & Brothers.

THE TARIFF ON BOOKS. 

To the Editor of the Publishers' Weekly : 

In your paper of the 2d inst. you say : 

“Prof. James Morgan Hart, in a paper on ‘Custom- 
House Abuses,’ read before the Literary Club of Cincinnati, 
says: ‘If there is any one duty less justifiable than the 
others, assuredly it is the duty on foreign books. It does 
not help a single branch of domestic industry. Will any 
one, even Mr. Kelley, of Philadelphia, pretend that Ameri¬ 
can authors are helped by taxing the English, French, or 
German books that they use in their studies ? As well pre¬ 
tend that American artists are helped by a duty on foreign 
paints and varnish.’ ” 

The answer to this is made briefly. The duty 
on foreign books, if on no other, is justifiable 
on the ground that no American book can be 
made without local, State, and national taxes, 
forming a part of the cost of it—the productive 
industries of the country, including those of 
type-founding, stereotyping, wood-engraving, 
paper-making, printing, binding, etc., being the 
only source from which taxation can be drawn, 
unless it be levied upon foreigners and their 
products. Indeed, the productive industries are 
the only source from which the whole people 
with their governments can draw a support, un¬ 
less they can make foreigners contribute a por¬ 
tion toward it. There can be little doubt that 
one fifth of the cost of every book manufactured 
in the United States is taxes. If this be the 
case it would be simply an outrage upon the 
American producers of books for the govern¬ 
ment of the United States to admit foreign 
books free of duty, or even for less than 20 per 
cent on their cost. The government which 
grants privileges to the citizens or subjects of 
foreign states, which it withholds from its own 
citizens has no right to exist, and should not be 
tolerated by a people claiming to be free and in¬ 
telligent. 

But the world is largely governed by words. 
The principal stock in the trade of the so-called 
free-traders, is words, words, words ! They 
prate largely about free-trade, and the only kind 
of free-trade they want is free-trade with for¬ 
eigners. Propose to one of them to remove 
the shackles from off the production and sale of 
alcohol, tobacco, beer, lucifer matches, playing- 
cards, proprietary medicines, etc., or from 
check stamps, all impediments to the commerce 
between Americans and Americans, and he de¬ 
nounces it and demands the removal of the duty 
on merchandise sold by foreigners to Americans. 
While in nearly every important town in France 
food is obliged to pay Octroi duty, the free¬ 
trader there, instead of removing this duty, re¬ 
moves that on foreign merchandise coming into 
France. 

If free-trade is a good thing, let it begin at 
home by removing all impediments to produc¬ 
tion and commerce among our own people. 
When this is thoroughly done by the removal of 
local, State, and national internal taxation, the 
real free-trader will devote his attention to the 
impediments which hamper foreign intercourse, 
and not before. 

I pass over the argument of Prof. Hart, that 
because American authors are in his opinion not 
benefited by the tariff on foreign books, that 
such a tariff “does not help a single branch of 
domestic industry,” with the simple remark that 
this argument needs only to be stated in this 
form to show its absurdity.

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OBITUARY. 

ANTHONY TROLLOPE. 

The cable on the 6th inst. flashed the news that 
Anthony Trollope was dead. During the after¬ 
noon of the 6th he suffered from congestion of 
the lungs and failure of the heart. At night 
artificial means of feeding were employed, but 
he died without recovering consciousness. 

We take from the A r . Y. Tribune the follow¬ 
ing account of his life and literary work : Mr. 
Trollope was the second son of the late T. A. 
Trollope, barrister-at-law, and Mrs. Frances 
Milton Trollope, the novelist. He was born in 
1815 and was educated at Winchester and at 
Harrow. He was connected with the English 
Post-Office from 1834 to 1868, and in 1867 he 
became the editor of St. Paul's Magazine , in 
which several of his stories appeared as serials. 
He visited the United States several times, and in 
1871 and 1875 he visited Australia. In 1869 he 
was an unsuccessful candidate for Parliament. 
He was a frequent contributor to periodical 
literature, and several of his works appeared 
originally in The Cornhill Magazine. He was a 
prolific writer, and produced the following 
works, mostly novels: “The Macdermots of 
Ballycloran ” (1847), “ The Keliys and the 
O’Kellys ” (1848), “La Vend6e” (1850), “The 
Warden ” (1855), “ Barchester Towers” (1856), 
“The Three Clerks” (1857), “Dr. Thorne” 
(1858), “The Bertrams” (1859), “The West 
Indies and the Spanish Main ” (1859), “Castle 
Richmond” (i860), “ Framley Parsonage” 

(1861), “Tales of All Countries ” (1861-1863), 
“ North America ” (1862), “ Orley Farm ” (1862), 
“ Rachel Ray ” (1863), “ Can You Forgive her?” 
(1864), “ The Small House at Allington ” (1864), 
“ Miss Makenzie ” (1865), “ Hunting Sketches ” 
(1865), “The Belton Estate” (1866), “Travel¬ 
ling Sketches ” (1866), “ Clergymen of the 
Church of England” (1866), “Nina Balatka” 
(1867), “ The last Chronicles of Basset” (1867), 
a novel ; “ Lotta Schmidt ” (1867), “ The Cov¬ 
erings ” (1867), a novel ; “ Linda Tressel ” 
(1868), a novel ; “ British Sports and Pastimes ” 
(1868), “He Knew He Was Right” (1869), 
“ Phineas Phinn ” (1869), “ Caesar ” (1870), “ The 
Struggles of Brown, Jones, and Robinson ”

NATHANIEL URE. 

Mr. Nathaniel Ure, known to the trade as 
the head of the house of N. Ure & Co., publishers 
and booksellers, of Toronto, died at his residence 
in that city on November 1, after a brief illness. 
The Montreal Gazette says of him : “ Mr. Ure 
was very well known in Montreal in connection 
with the business of Dawson Brothers. He en¬ 
tered into that business when quite young and 


for some time before he left Montreal was a 
partner in the firm. He represented for a while 
the house of Thomas Nelson & Son, in Toronto, 
and finally purchased the business of Hart & 
Rawlinson, booksellers, of Toronto, which he 
was carrying on most successfully at the time of 
his death. Mr. Ure was a man of unusual at¬ 
tainments as a bookseller. There are few in 
Canada his equals for extensive and accurate 
knowledge of literature, not only of English, 
but of French and German literature. He was 
a good man of business, and of scrupulous in¬ 
tegrity in all his transactions. He was a man 
who, had he lived, would have possessed the 
first place in Toronto in his business, for he had 
the knowledge, the industry, the capacity, and 
the integrity to achieve it.” Mr. Ure was but 
thirty-seven years of age. He leaves a wife, but 
no children, and the business which he had 
advanced to a successful basis is now offered for 
sale.
